breaking experience ot Mme. Schu 
manc-Heink, who is sending one of 
her sons to the American navy, where 
be may have to fight against .his broth- 
er In the German navy. 


Two other sons and her son-in-law 


are in the draft age, and may be 
called to bear arms 
against 
their 


brother and other near relatives ID 
the German and Austrian armies. The 
youngest son Is not eligible to draft. 


The daughter of an Austrian of)1.-, 


cer, with tho traditions of generations . 
of Teutonic militarists behind her, 
Mme. Schumann-Helnk can look philo- 
sophically on the system which calls 
her sons to war; but the idea of send- 
ing one son to fight against the other 
Is crushing her mother's heart. 


"What do I think about having my 


sons fighting against each other— 
sometimes I dare not think of It, it is 
too terrible," she told me today. "If 
this were a war of defense, I would 
send them cheerfully, but to 
send 


them across the sea Into the trenches, 
In boats that may never reach thoir 


destination— it is a crime. 


"My oldest son, August, now a man 


of middle age, IB In the German navy. 
Wh(^«i4Ufcmetl states deohffwt tfar' 
bio heart was- torn tor love of this 
vmintry, buTwhat was he to do3 His 
duty was with the German navy, and 
his love 'for me and for his brothers 
had to take second place.

Rear Home of Our National Game 


Is Hoboken, New Jersey. 


Knickerbocker* Defeated New York 


Cltleiln Four-Inning Contest, June 


14, 1846—Flret to Formulate 


Playing Rule*. 


Several cities Imve claimed 
the 


honor on the birthplace of baseball. 
Rostrm snys thnt a gnme called "New 
England" wns the forerunner of the 
Rniae as it Is known today. Philadel- 
phia siiys no, "town ball" la the parent 
of baxclmll. The latter game, it is 
snld, wns ployed by an organized club, 
the Olympics, as far back as 1833. The 
cnrly gnme of "rounders" was an 
earlier phase of the same frame. 


The real borne of baseball, when all 


Is said and done, Is—hold on a mlnnto 
—Holmken, N. J. 


It wns there that, 71 years ago, the 


first bonn fide baseball game between 
clubs wns played. 
The contenders 


were the Knickerbockers and the New 
York Cities, ami the game was played 
on the Elyslan fields, near Jersey City. 
That was on June 14, 1840. Tho Ely- 
glan fields nre now the rite of Uobo- 
ken. The Knickerbockers were orRnn- 
Ized In New York In September, 1840. 
They were the first to formulate play- 
ing rules. 


The New Torks organized a little 


rater and adopted the same code. Both 
of those clubs played several games 
with scrub teams picked from among 
the spectators befor* they fnced each 
other on that June day In 1846. 


Under the rules that obtained at 


that time, the first team to make 21 
runs was the victor. The game lasted 
four Innings, the Knickerbockers win- 
In tf. bat history does not record tbe 
score of their opponents. 


The Knickerbockers found their 


first real rivals in the Gothams, organ- 
fe<-fl in 1850, and the Oreenpolnt Eck- 
fords and the Monrisanla Unions, or-1 
ennlzed In 1855. 
The Olympics of 


Philadelphia early adopted the New 
York game, and tbe Athletics, Key- 
stones and Quaker Cltys later fought 
for supremacy, while In Boston the 
Olympics were organized in 1854, and 
a little later the Elm Trees disputed 
honors with the pioneers.

Is to 
be made by Austria, w i t h that country 
appearing In the "role of mediator be- 
tween Germany and the allies 


So tar as Austria. IB concerned, this 


peace movement will liv in good faith 
She Is tired o.f the war and would wel- 
come Its end 
For months she has 


held In line only because she dared 
not break with Germany 
She sees 


now that, even in event of vlctbry, 
Germany and not Austria would bene- 
fit principally by the terms of settle- 
ment, and German domination wouk 
be tightened over Austria as well .as 
over Germany's cnemie- 


The moving factor in Austria's peace 


proposals, however, Is her own in 
ternal situation. 


Economically, Germany is far better 


off than Austria. 
Crops have been 


poor, reserves of food are low, and 
war taxes have ground tnc mas* o 
the Austro-Hungartan people down to 
absolute want. 


Austria's people, a mixture of a 


score of different tribes and national! 
ties, have never been welded together 
Into the solid onion effected by Ger 
many. 
Their national spirit is less 


developed; their tribal tendencies are 
more pronounced. 
Unrest and din- 


satisfaction has grown with the bur 
dens of the war, until it is now reach 
Ing the danger point. 


Kecogmztn* this condition, the men 


at the head of Austria's war councils 
dread another winter at war. Cold 
and hunger and sufferint; not only for 
the army, but tor the mass of the civil 
population Is certain if the war out 
lasts the next lour months. Will the 
people stand It; or will they revolt?
